No, 1966, — Ti i exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 11 of the National Service (Temporary and 
Released 1 'or sons) Ordinance, 1048 (XXIII of 1948), the 
Central Government is pleased to make the following 
Rules : — 1 


1. Short title . — /These rules may be called the National 
Service (Temporary and Released Persons) Rules, 1948. 

VI. Definition . — In these rules, unless thero is anything 
repugnant in the subject or context, — 

(a) “the Ordinance” means the National Service 
(Temporary and Released Persons) Ordinance, 
1948 (XXl'lI of 1948); 

fb) “Schedule” means a Schedule to these Rules; 

(c) "Registration Authority” means an authority 
specified in Schedule I; 

(d) “Competent Authority” means an authority 
specified in Schedule IT. 

8. Obligation to Register.— (i) Every such released per- 
son as is specified in Schedule X who is liable to register 
under the Ordinance, shall register himself with the 
appropriate Registration Authority either by post or by 
reporting in person to such authority, not later than 
Id December 1948, if he was released as an Indian Com- 
missioned Officer, and not later than 15 iTanuarv, 1949, 
if he was released as a Viceroy’s Commissioned Officer, 
Warrant Officer, Non-Commissioned Officer or other 
enrolled person. 

(ii) When registering himself by post, the released 
person shall iforward in duplicate by registered post the 
flowing particulars about himself to the Registration 
Authority: — 

(a) Full name. 

(b) Father’s name. 

1$) Personal /Regtl . or Army Number. 

(4) TfiPe lof Commission in case of Offioers. 

(«) Substantive /War Substantive rank held at the 
time of release. 

(f) Unit /Regt, /Corps from which released. 

(gj, /Trade ' Gglegory and Class at the time of release. 

(h) Present Postal address. 

p) Medical Category at the time of release. ’ 

(j) Name and address^ of employer, if any, 

_ (k) ''Monthly salary dr**yn at the time of registration 

(iii) When registering himself by reporting in person, 
the released person shall fill up; or cause to be filled up, 
to the best of his knowledge and belief, sign and lodge 
with the Registration Authority two copies of the Form 
set forth in Part I of Schedule ITT. 


(iv) When a released person has registered himself by 
reporting in person, the Registration Authority shall keep 
cue copy of the Registration Form set forth in Part I of 
Schedule TII on its record and forward without delay by 
registered post the other copy to the appropriate Officer- 
in-charge Records sr specified in Schedule IV. 

(v) The Registration Authority shall issue to everj 
Person who has registered himself with it a Registration 
Certificate in the Form set forth in Schedule V. In the 
rase of a person who has registered himself by post, the 
Registration Certificate shall be forwarded to him by 
registered post, 

4. Duty of a registered person to notify change of 
address .—, Whenever any person registered under these 
rules changes his address, he shall, unless the change is 
for a period of not, exceeding fifteen days, within seven 
dnvs from the change of his address notify HUch change 
to the Registration Authority which registered him; and 
that Registration Authority shall inform the Registration 
Authority within whose jurisdiction the new address is 
situated of such change. 

5. Penalty , — Any person who refuses or without law- 
ful excuse fails to register; or who does not notify change 
of address ns required in rule 4 shad be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to six 
months or with fine which may extend to one thousand 
rupees or with both. 

6. Calling up. — (i) Any Competent Authority as set 
out in Schedule II may cal! up for national service any 
released person, 

(ii) A person required to be called up for national 
service shall be served with a calling up notice (herein- 
after c alled^ "-notic e”) in the Form set forth in Schedule 
V I U'ra'Mml liu To) 1 service In the 1 1 7i , r,v,*n„ q,* 
m the Form set forth in Schedule VII if caTTalf ' 
service in a civilian capacity. 

7. Manner of serving notice. — When a notice is to be 
served under these rules, it may be served either by 
personal delivery to the person on whom the notice i« 
to be served or by sending it to him by registered post 
at his registered or last known address, 

8. Procedure for serving notice. — (i) The notice shall 
be forwarded by the Competent Authority to the Super- 
intendent of Police of a District in a Province or the 
Chief Secretary of the State or Union of States in which 
the person upon whom it is to be served, ordinarily 
resales or carriFfe on business with a letter of request in 
the form set forth in Schedule VIIT, who, as for os 
possible within 7 days of its receipt, shall cause the 
notice to bo served on the person concerned; Provided 
where the person on whom the notice is to be served is 
in tho emp’oy of an employer, a copy of the notice 
shall also bp served on such employer in the manner 
stated .ahswe. 
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(ii) If the released person has changed his registered 
address, the authority to whom the notice has been sont 
for service shall transfer it to the authority within whose 
jurisdiction his new addvoss is situated, and inform the 
Competent Authority which issued the notice of 
such transfer. The authority to whom a notice 
has thus been transferred shall, upon receipt, take 
action as in sub-rule (i). 

(iiii) When a notice has been duly served, the 
authority serving tho notice shall communicate the fact 
and date of service to the 'Oificer-in-Oharge Records or 
any other authority specified in para. 4 of the letter ol 
request at Schedule VIII in accordance with the Form 
set out in Part II of the said Schedule. 

(iv) If a notice cannot be served within seven days of 
its receipt, the reason therefor shall be intimated to the 
Qfficer-in-Charge Records or any other authority men- 
tioned in Sub Rule (iii), by the authority required to serve 
the notice. 

9. Travelling arrangements and allowances . — (jj A 
Ilailway Warrant for the journey by Rail from the 
nearest Railway station to the place of duty by the class 
appropriate to the rank in which a person is being called 
up will accompany each “notice". The starting 
Railway station and the route will b e left blank in the 
Warrant and the Station Muster exchanging the Warrant 
for a Soldier’s ticket will fill in the starting station and 
the route. 

(ii) Persons called up under the Ordinance when report- 
ing for national service will be entitled to the satne 
travelling allowance, daily allowance and ration money 
or any other allowances admissible to the other serving 
personnel of the same rank and category, travelling on 
duty as modified from time to time. Such allowances, 
If any, will be claimed by the persons so called up in 
the normal way through the unit to which they report, 

10. Gazetting, Appointment, and Enrolment. — (j) When 
a person has reported for national service in the Indian 
Land Forces, he shall be gazetted as an Indian Commis- 
sioned Officer or Viceroy’s Commissioned Officer, or 
appointed as Warrant Officer, or enrolled under the pro- 
visions of the Indian Army Act, 1911 (VIII of 1911). in 
accordance with his status at the time of his release. 

(ii) The date from which a person is to be gazetted, 
appointed or enrolled under sub-rulo (i) shall be the 
date from which he is to be deemed to be commissioned, 
appointed or enrolled under section 6 of the Ordinance. 

11. Released persons’ rights under certain funds — 
When any person is called up for national service under 
section 5 of the Ordinance: — 

(a) such person mav, at his option, continue to subs- 
cribe to any provident or superannuation fund or other 
scheme for the benefit of employees maintained by the. em- 
ployer employing him immediately before he was called 
up r at a rate applicable to him -under the rules of such 
fund or scheme; 



(b) the said employer shall continue to credit such per- 
son's account in the fund or scheme with the amount subs— 
crihed and the. interest on the amount, in such account in 
accordance with the rules of the fund or scheme; 

(e) such person may, if the rules of the fund or scheme’ 
so permit and in accordance with ‘such rules, withdraw 
sums from the amount at his credit in, the fund or schema; 
and for the purpose of calculating the amount of contribu- 
tion or withdrawal admissible, such person’s salary shall 
be deemed to be the salary which he would have receive^ 
had he not been called up. 

12. Prescribed Authority for purposes of section 8 of the 
Ordinance .—' The prescribed authority for the purposes of 
section 8 of the Ordinance shall he the authority under 
whose orders the employee was called up for national se$r 
vice. 

13. Terms of service.— (i) A reloased person called up for 
national service in the Indian Laird Forces shall, as regards 
pay and allowances and other emoluments and as regards’ 
other terms of service, be governed by the same pay code, 
rules and orders ns are. applicable to persons of his rank, 
class or grade at the time of his calling up, and as may be 
modified from time to time. 

(ii) A person who was released as an Indian Commis- 

sioned Officer shall be called up for national service in the 
substantive or war substantive rank held by him ;which- 
ever was higher) at the date of his re ease or on 1 ■January*' 
1947, whichever is earlier. L 

(iii) A person who was released as a Viceroy’s Commis- 
sioned Officer or Warrant Officer or enrolled person will be 
called up for national service in a rank appropriate as far 
as possible, to the substantive or war substantive rank 
held bv him at the date of bis release, He will be graded 
temporarily in a class appropriate to his class at the Lime 
of his release, including class I, notwithstanding any 
administrative orders to the contrary; provided there is a 
vacancy in the authorised establishment and the individual 
is considered suitable. 

(iv) A released person who is gazetted as an Indian Com- 
missioned Officer and who had been released at least (> 
months prior to tho dale of his calling up shall be granted 
an outfit allowance of four hundred rupees. 

(v) A person called up for national service in a civilian 
capacity shall be entitled to such pay, allowances and 
other emoluments and to such other terms and conditions 
of service as arc applicable to the service and capacity 
in which he is called up to serve at the time he is called* 
up, and as may be modified from time fo time. 

14. Retention of persons serving on temporary engage- 
ments . — Any Competent Authority specified in Schedule 11 
may, order the retention in national service of any person 
serving on a temporary engagement and may also permit 
his release. The order retaining him in service shall he ir 
the form set forth in Schedule IX and may be issuer 
through an Indian Army Order or other general order.
